Robbers on "Katy" System 
Molest Neither Mails 
Nor Passengers.

band of ten robi.»'rs held up Mis-souri.

passenger train No. 
9, south bound, near Omaha, about 2 
o'clock this morning, tied up the crew 
with ropes, placed a guard over the

cars. 


luev held the tram two hours and 
went about their work with 
military 
precision.

The band, it is believed, boarded the 
train at Checotah, north of the scene 
of the robbery. 
After passing Onaha, 
a station without facilities at night the

forests and marshes for escapc. 


Here the robbers climbed over the bag- 
gage and

into the engine.

BRYAN CONTINUES PLEA. 


Campaigning for Drys Brings Him Into 
Northwestern Ohio. 


London, Ohio, Oct. 27.—Continuing his 
plea for a dry Ohio, former Secretary 
of State Wm. J. Bryan delivered here 
this morningg the first of a series of 
speeclies he was, to make today in the 
central and northwestern part of the 
state. The Bryan party, traveling on a 
special train, came here from Columbus 
where last night Mr. Bryan Avas the 
prioicipal speakei- at what was declared 
to be one of the largest 
temperance 
meetings ever held in Ohio. 


Resolution for Minimum Wage In City 
Service Is Adopted. 


In a session that was notable for Its 
brevity, the 
city council 
on 
Tuesday 
night 
adopted a resolution 
asking the 
boara of works to fix 20 cents an hour 
and $50 a month- as the minimum wage 
for labor in tlie board's department. The 
resolution was adopted without division. 
It liad been reported by the committee 
on fees and salaries and the committee 
on finance as a substitute for the Korte 
minimum wag-e ordinance, _which was de- 
clared by opinion of th<"clty attorney to 
be of no more effect than a resolution 
because in the fixing of a labor wage the 
council had no authority to mandate the 
board of works or bind it to the council's 
views. 
That the ordinance rolls might 
become cluttered with a useless measure 
it was recommended 
that a 
j-esolution 
covering the groupd of the ordinance be 
passed. 
The committee so reported and 
submitted a resolution for which all fifteen 
councilihen voted. 
When the Korte or- 
dinance was reach^ed it was moved to 
Btiriko it from the files and there was a 
bit of a controversy as to* whether tills 
was necessary and in order. 
President 
Bayer held that It was and the council 
voted to erase the matter, only Council- 
man Korte voting against the motion. 


The council passed an ordinance ap- 
propriating $2,500 to the bridge fund, and 
a 
message 
from the mayor 
announced 
that he had signed the ordinance for- 
bidding peddlers and hawkers from leav- 
ing their vehicles standing at any place 
in street or alley longer than necessary 
to transact business. 


Councilman Kortd^ made a 
vigorous 
complaint .that he had been unable to 
get the waterworkf? department to extend 
water main.s to cerain sections of his dis- 
trict where there were half a ^ozen con- 
sumers who could be served by the con- 
struction of 30 feet of' mains* His mo- 
tion that the complaint be referred to 
the committee on waterworks was carried 
.and the council then adjourned. 


Counting tiM Exposition's e a m n s . 


San Francisco, CaL, Oct. 26—A stream 
of gold flows daily from thousands of 
visitors into the Panama-iPaoific ex- 
position. 
Each night this money is ac- 
counted for, wrapped up and banked» 
Each morning the exposition comptroller 
has before him a complete report of 
the vast transactions of the previous 
day. 
He knows what was paid out 
and to whom, and what are the obliga- 
tions of the day beginning. 


At 8:30 an army of young women 
with cash boxes under their arms atart 
from the Service building to collect the 
exposition's revenue for the day. All 
the currency turned in upon the grounds 
is collected by the exposition's own 
cashiers. 
The busy young women in 
the uniform o^ blue, the official costûm© 
of the cashier forces, carry a metal box 
with a Yale lock, the only key to which 
is in the comptroller's ofRce. 
The ex- 
position is organized into main chan- 
nels. 
Accounts flow to a main stream. 
Bookkeeping is minimized. A great vol- 
ume of clerical work Is done through 
printed forms. 
Each day starts with 
a fresh balance. 


At the fair all collections are classified 
under three general headings: From ad- 
missions, from concessions, 
which in- 
clude 
everything for sale 
upon the 
grounds; and from the various classes 
of service furnished by the exposition. 


The collections arising from the ad- 
missions are handled at the turnstiles; 
the collections within the grounds, with 
certain specific exceptions, by the uni- 
formed young 
women. 
Each woman 
cashier starts work with a '•'bank" of 
$45, with which to make change. She 
it is who sells the tickets to concessions 


on the zone. During the day collections 
are made from the cashiers by the de- 
partment of collectors who issue to the 
cashiers and interim deposit receipt. Ai 
the close of, business each cashicr make^ 
a deposit with the general 
cashier'? 
ofllice of the total amoimt of the col- 
lections for the 6ntire day, using the 
interim deposit receipts as part of the 
total deposit. 
WTiere the hours require 
a first and second shift cashier, the first 
cashier makes a direct settlement for 
the readings with the second cashier. 


The gatemen at the exposition do not 
handle any money. 
Change is all made 
at the box offices in front of the gates. 
The turnstile counts the number of ad- 
missioife. At any hour of the day the 
department can tell how many persons 
have entered the gates. 
This turnstile 
was invented especially for the expo- 
sition. 


An armed auto-bus collects the coin 
boxes from the gates and occasionally 
from the concessions. 


Once in the cashier's oflRce, the money 
is segrega^ted by an automatic coui 
sorter, ^ e coins are dumped like so 
many tons of fruit upon this money 
grader and the dollars, 
half 
dollars, 
quarters, dimes and nickels fall in me- 
tallic song to successive .«helves and roll 
•thence into sacks which receive the dif- 
ference denominations. 
Next come tho 
counting machines. 
The coin 
counter 
can be sCt for coins of any denomination 
and will count and wrap up in rolls fifty 
ten-cept pieces or forty half 
dollars 
with equal facility. 


Thus are the world's fair earnings 
handled.

The yield was exceptional]}'- large and 
is the best ever known in this section 
of the state. 
Six carloads of the ap- 
ples, all nicely packed, have beeu shipped 
to Fort Wayne, where they 
will 
be 
plaecd in cold storage. 
Four otlu?r car- 
loads are ready to go and the picking 
of the Widney orchards is practically 
at an end. 
There are "2,500 trees bear- 
ing in the orchards and all were loaded j 
with fruit this year. 
A big force 
was 
kept 
busy in the work of 
gathering 
them for shipment. As high us seventy 
bushels were picked by one person in a 
single day. 
The work of .sorting the 
apples and arranging them in the dif- 
ferent grades was clone by machinery. 
The machine is a great labor saver and 
takes but two people to feed it. 
As

The call for a non-partisan convention of friends of temperance to 
be held at Indianapolis in Xovcuiber to foriuuhitc the delinirc lines 
to be followed is signed by more than seven hundred Indiana men oi' 
high standing.

Munitions Manufacture is 
Under Way There on 
Large Scale. 


Dublin, Ireland, Oct. l.i. —(Corrospond- 
ence of Tho Associated Tress;.—Ireland 
is now at work on a large scale in the 
manufacture of munitiona of war. 


For several rears past there has been 
only one large Irish factory of" war ma- 
terial, Kynoch's in . County 
Wlcklow, 
It is an ofl'-shoot of the Birmingham 
lirm 
of 
Mhich 
Arthur 
Chamberlain, 
brother of the famous English states- 
man, was the head. 
But the ncccs- 
sitiea of the war liavr in Ireland, as in 
England, turned other trades into the 
munitions business. 
"\\'hen tho demand 
was made in Great Britain for a great 
extension of tho manufacture 
of 
all 
sorts of war materials, Mr. Redmond 
saw to it. that Ireland should have a 
share in the scheme. 
Kepresentatives 
of ^Ir. Lloyd Gdirge's new department 
came over to Ireland and got into touch 
with leading businesN men in Dublin 
and throughout the country. The Ihib- 
lin chamber of commerce gave active 
assistance arid formed a special muni- 
tions committee. 


The work is now well in hand and no 
less than one hundred and seventy firms 
in Ireland are engaged in it. 
Large 
orders have been placed in Dublin, and 
one firm has got an order for twenty 
thousand pounds, a small figure on the 
general scale of this war, but a good 
deal of money for a city where employ- 
ment ia scarce and industry backward. 
iMr. Lloj-d Ceorge lias established in 
Dublin a branch pfflce wliich is expected 
to ensure not only th« execution of war 
contracts, but a continuance of govern- 
ment work after the war. 
A central 
arsenal is being constructed and equip- 
ped 
with 
special 
machinery. 
Every 
available machine is being pressed into 
the service, even those used in the City 
of Dublin tet'hnieal .schools for the train- 
ing of ])upil8. The employes at- the new 
works are to be divided into live clas-ses, 
skilled and unskilled men, skilled and 
unskilled women, and auxiliaries, who 
will work at times when the regular 
hands are resting as at week-ends. Em- 
ployment is not to bte restricted to men 
outside military age, the idea being that 
the munitions workei^is as useful'as the 
soldier. 


Belfast. who.<ie main activity in tho 
war interest has been the increase in 
the output of .<»hi]>ping from its famous 
yards, has also gone seriously into the 
munitions business^ Cork and laknerick« 


and even some 
of the smaller towns 
throughout the country arc also employ- 
ing ail the machinery they can com- 
mand in making shells,or parts of shells. 


Munitions are not the only branch '>f 
war traiie ot which Ireland lias demand- 
I'd and received a sliare. 
^omc of the 
textile factories have had good orders 
tor clothing materials. 
Ireland 
never 
has ill the })ast secured a fair share of 
government expenditure, ami at the be-, 
ginning of th»i war was greatly hamper- 
ed in competing for contracts by tJi« 
fact that the depots for examining and 
receiving goods were in London. 
Agita- 
tion, however, led to the establishment 
of a depot in Dublin, where certain 
classes of goods of Irisli manufacture 
are dealt with. 
But there aro still re- 
."trictions limiting the cnisses of goods, 
and an etfort. is being made to widen 
the utility of the depot by admitting to 
it all the goods produced in Ireland w-hich 
are required for uiilitar)'- and other gov- 
ernment services.

ed States in 1904, Panama has been a 
large buyer of American goods. 
Since

the business has grown 
rapidly 
until the northern republic became the 
largest exporter to Panama.

States do not take into consideration 
the thousands of dollars worth of goods 
that annually are sent to the canal zone.

Indianapolis, Oct. 27.—It has never 
been my good fortune to be a practical 
farmer, my experience as an agricul- 
turist being confined to 
operating

iaritt i©r a cduple of years by telephone 
nnd with bank checks. Practical farmers

general results. 
My 
banker knows. 


Wliatever my experience, I was much 
interested in a talk made to an organ- 
ization of business men at Indianapolis 
tlie other day. 
Tho talk was by H. M. 
Cottrell, general manager ofsthe bureau 
of farm 
development of the business 
men's club of Memphis. 
In the south 
tlie business men show much interest 
iu working, with the farmers for better 
crojis and beiter profits. 


Mr. Cottrdil appeared well informed 
and said a lot of things 
that seem 
worth while, but I am going to quote 
only a few of these, some that may 
stjut some people on a line of profit- 
producing tliought. 
The vocationab edu- 
cation law, one of the progressive meas- 
ures brought about by the legislature 
under Governor Ralston, is designed to 
meet these waste places through a sj^^s- 
tem of practical 
instruction. 
Savmg 
waste increases wealth and purchasing 
powers of farmers, benefiting the whole 
community. 
Mr. Cottrell said: 


"Extended 
investigations 
in 
many 
states have shoAvn that one-third of the 
day\y cows in the United States are 
kept at a loss—the feed which they eat 
could be sold for m.ore than their milk 
brings. Another third of all of the dairy 
cows in the United States barely pay 
for their food. 


"The average hog grower raises four 
pigs a litter to weaning time. 
More 
careful gi-owers, with greater care, but 
with no more expense, raise six, and 
men who select breeding, animals from 
prolific strains raise^an average of eight 
to weaning time. 
The eight are raised 
at no additional 
expense during 
the 
suckling period, but'are given better at- 
tention.. 


"In the winter wheat belt, tests ex- 
tending over several ' years show that 
land prepared by the middle of July 
yields twenty 
bushels more an acre 
than land prepared the middle of Sep- 
tember. 
Starting with Julj' 15, each 
month's delay in the preparation of the 
land reducfcs the yield an acre ten bush- 
els. 
Y6t most of th« Avheat land re- 
mains uhtoiiched tmtil August, and a 
large*area until September and October. 


"Sixty per cent, of the feed value of 
a corn plant is in the ear and 40 per 
cent, in the stalk. 
Feed to ¡the value 
of $1,000,000,000 is wasted every 
year 
in this country in the corn stalks "that 
are not used. 


""The ai'erape yield of corn an" acre in 
the United.

Few fanners have any con- 
ception of the principles involved in cur- 
ing hay.

Figures on German Ac- 
complishment. 


Berlin, 
Oct. "S.—(Correspondence

The Associated Press).—The school au- 
thorities in Bavaria have published notes 
on war geography for the children at- 
tending the public schools. 
The .follow- 
ing information is given regarding Rus- 
sia: 


Tho Russian territory already occu- 
pied by the Germans is four times as 
extensive as the kingdom of 
Bavaria, 
but is only one-seventy-fifth of the en- 
tire Russian empir«^. 
But the greater 
part of Russia is thinly populated, and 
the most populous districts are already 
in German possession, -so that 
Russia 
can now show only six-sevenths of her 
former populatioli, 
H. ! 


At the begiiimng of the war, Russia 
had fifty million more inhabitants than 
Germany and Austro-Hungary' combin- 
ed; namely, 170 millions against 
120 
millions. 
After a year of warfare, this 
position had been reversed. 
Russia now 
has only 145 millions, whereas the cen- 
tral monarchies rule over 155 millions. 


The new territory occupied in 
ea.st 
and west is as extensive as the entire 
kingdom "of Prussia, 
' 


Tlie war's effects are distinctly no- 
ticlable in Germany's law-breakers, ac- 
cording to the "Association for the Bet- 
terment 
of 
Criminals." Released con- 
victs, so far as tl^y have come under 
the 
observation 
or thia organization, 
Imvcjjn a nmjority of cases, enlisted in 
the army if physically able to do so, 
and liave "made good" in civil occupa- 
tions when their health made it impos 
Bible for them to serve. 


So many of the able-bodied released 
within 
the past three months Jiaye 
gone into the army that the association 
has had more jobs of a civilian nature 
than it could dispose of, and^wages of- 
fered have risen accordingly.

19 of the 638 men who have applied for 
work have been given sonAjthing toAlo. 
Paroled prisoners are said to have shown 
an unusually high percentage of appar- 
ent reform since the start of the war.

British Possessions Must 
Provide Food Hereto- 
fore Imported. 


Nassau, Bahama Islands, British West 
Indies, Oct. lo.— (Correspondence of th^ 
Associated Pi-css) .T^Though properly a 
part of the British West Indies, the Ba- 
lianm Ishinds have faced problems pe- 
culiar to themselves as a result of the 
European war, notably the problem of 
providing; their own foodstuffs, whereas, 
prior to the war. they had relied almost 
entirely upon imports. 


Unlike tlie islands to the soutli, the 
Bahamas have neitiier tho soil nor tho 
climate for tlie iroo {»rowth of tropical 
fruits, thouifh some, 
of 
courso, are 
grown. 
Tlio~ chief product here has been 
sponge and next to that, of late years, 
sisal for fibre. 
Tho growing of 'other 
products has bi>cu small, mainly because 
so many of tho male population are en- 
gaged in the sponge industry, but there 
is also this factor, that the islanders 
have an exceptional 
tondency to buy 
foreign or imported food rather 
tha-n 
accept the home-grown products, even 
when tho, latter aro superior. 
For in- 
stance, women and fliildren and sonifl 
of the nieS grow .ci.-ial for fibre and 
clean it by hand, and spend tho few 
cents thev liave earni'd in this laborious 
undertaking in tlu! jnirchase of foreign 
foodstulVs tliat pay a dutv of 25 per 
cent. 
This tendency has been cucoin-- 
aged and nuule the most of by the mer- 
chants as it iucre;uso(l their trado, and 
also bj- the government as it gave so 
much more revenue. 


In view of tluvse tacts, when the war 
in Europe'began and the big ¿ponge ex- 
port to England was outirely stopped 
and 
the 
fibre industry 
was also 
hit 
hard, the Bahamas found themselves in 
tho 
]>osition of producing 
practically 
nothing that 
was 
saleable, while, on 
the other hand, the price of imported 
food products that the peo])le had been 
relying o n , t o m.ich an extent, rapidly 
advanced. 


The government, in view of the dijr 
Greasing revenues, decided to cut down 
expenditures, but this took the form of 
suspendinpTpi'hUe 
works entirely rather 
than making'the slightest retrenchments 
in official salaries. 
^lorc hardship was 
made for all classes when the banks put 
up interest two per cent and raised tho 
rate of exchange to two per ccnt., aud 
with the governmentlH increase of two 
per cent, in tariff, there Avas such an 
effec^ as only a region so dependent on 
imports as the Baliamas, could under- 
stand. 


There was hope that the winter tour- 
ist business would offset some of tho 
other losses, but after a considerable 
exi)cnso in putting hotels and boarding 
houses in repair, it was discovered that 
instead of increasing, the tourist busi- 
ness also fell off.. 


Outside obscr\ er.s remarked that in - 
the facQ of so much itepression, the un- 
complaining spirit with which the island- 
ers have faccd the hardships has been 
remarkable. 
In addition to this, 
the 
people camo forward with generous con- 
tributions to various war funds, 
and 
with a grant from the treasury, soms 
$75,000 was raised. 
The women of tho 
islands, have, after a year of work, not 
slackened in their^ewing for war p\ir- 
l)osos. As a further indication of patri- 
otism in the islands, there is now on 
foot a movement to enlist, equip .nnd 
train li>0 men for service at the front. 


In rcspcct to the local food problem, 
it may be recalled that soon after the 
war began the governor of the islands 
called a mass meeting at the capital 
•md advised tho people t o go to the 
soil and grow foodstuffs. 
This ndvicc 
was so well taken that a com])laint is 
heard from tho merchants that trado is 
dull, that 
the people have grown 
so 
mucli corn and 
other 
home product-i 
that there is now little sale for im- 
ports.

Bryan on Cost of Drink and Value of 
Total Abstinence

It is estimated that the people ot t 
the United States spend almost tAvo bil- j 
lion and a half annually for intoxicat- 
ing liquors. 
I t is difficult for the mind 
to comprehend go large a sum unless wc 
resort to comparisons. 
Let me suggest 
a feAv: 


Six Times Cost of Panama Canal. 
The . cost of the Panama Canal, the 
most gigantic engineering^ feat in his- 
tory, Avas about four hundred millions 
of dollars. 
Is it not appalling to think 
t h a t , we ^pend 
for 
drink every 
year 
something like six times the cost of 
the Panama cinal? 


I have endeavored to secure an accur- 
ate estimate of the amount of money 
spent on education in this counti^, and 
the,figure given me is $750,000,000. This 
pays all the teachers who instruct the 
children, from the kindergarten to the 
university, in this land of more than 
L>0,u00,000.. It provides salaries for the 
great intellectual army whose inestim- 
able service oio figures can describe. If 
Ave were to cease these 
expenditures, 
this nation, »0 conepicuous in all that 
fontributes to tbe civilization of 
the 
world, Avould lapse into barbarism. 
Aud 
yet Ave spend for drink more than three 
¿imes as much as we spend for educa- 
tion. 
iAivice the Cost of Federal Government. 


The annual appropriations of the fed- 
eral government are a little less than 
a billion and a quarter of dollars. 
This 
sum includes the salaries of all of the 
public officials, from the president down. 
It includes the salaries and espenses of 
our ambassadors and ministers through 
whom we maintain diplomatic relations 
with tbe entire world; it covers the cost 
of our consular service wiiich looks af- 
ter our commerce in foreign lands. 
It 
includes the expenses of the treasury, 
Avhich handles our money, collects our 
taxes and supervises the' banking sys- 
tem of the nation. 
It .covers the ex- 
penses of the navy, 
i t provides means 
for enforcing the laws of the United 
States.. 
It 
includes the operations of 
the postofbce department, Avhich carries 
mail to every village, hamlet and city, 
Avith its .5fi.000 postmastel-s. its 19,000

It has been scientifically demonstiat- 
ed that the moderate use of alcohol de- 
creases a man's efficiency. 
An athlete 
cannot do his best if he drinks at all— 
this has been demonstrated by experi- 
ence; a typesetter Avill make more mia- 
takea Avhen drinking than Avhen sober— 
this has been established by experiment; 
alcohol makes a soldier less accurate in 
his aim, and let me add that the present 
Avar is giving conclusivb proof that total 
abstinence has its vahie on the battle- 
field. 
Russia has gone to the extent 
of abolishing the sale of liquor even 
though in doing-so she sacrifices an an- 
nual revenue of four hundred millions 
in the midst of a AA-ar. 
The German 
emperor is an advocate 
of total ab- 
stinence. 
The British government is re- 
fusing liquor to its soldiers 
and 
ir 
France the legislature is considering the 
liquor question. 
If "John 
Barleycorn'" 
is a failure in a fight, Avho can respect 
him in time of peace! 
The accidents in 
industry are increased in proportion as 
liquor is consumed—these are but a 
illustrationa of 
the 
effect 
of alcohol, 
even when but little is tal^en.

The use of alcohol not only loAvers a 
man's productive capacity but impart« 
constitutional weakness to his offspring.

Jackson's Sad Romance—How Evil Tongue of Oouip 
Brought Wife's Death. 


Andrew Jackson and Mrs. Jackaon. 
The latter's sudden d,eath was due to 


esritenient brought on by gossip about her. 


(This is the third of a series of Ro- 
mances of Our Presidents appearing ex- 
clusively in the Sentinel.—Editor.) 


The loraance that played so big a 
part iu the? life of Andrc>v .Jackson was 
a sad ojic. 


It began at a boarding house in Ken- 
tucky where Jackson was living. 
A 
certain Lewis Robards accused the tall, 
singular looking man of 
paying too 
much attention to his wife and she to 
him. 
Jackson to avoid further impleas- 
antness left the house but the angry 
husband was not content. 


Ho continued to talk about Jackson's 
conduct until the latter, hearing some 
of the slanderous remarks, flew into a 
rage. He sought out the husband and 
told him that if he ever connected his 
inamc again with that of Mrs. Robards' 
lie would cut his ears from his head. 


Eobardtf. frightened, obtained a war- 
rant for Jackr.on'5 arrest. As ,Jackson 
wiis being taken to court he borrowed a 
knifo from one of the guards, first prom- 
if-ing. liowever, that he would not harm 
anybody. 


Jackson 
then 
meaningly 
ran his 
fingers o^pr the edge and point of the 
blade, the while glaring from under his 
shaggy hrous at Robards. 
The latter 
badly seared, 
fled. 
Then there being 
nobody in emu't to press the case, Jack- 
son was releaised. 


Soon Jackson heard 
that the irate 
husband had .obtained a divorce in Vir- 
ginia. 
^^'herPupon he hastened to iMIrs. 
Kobardf. and begged her to marry him, 
wliieli she did. 


Jaekson reverenced her and treated 
her uith tender devotion. 
Their happy 
married life continued 
for two years. 
Tlien eanio word that Robards had at 


first simply filed a complaint and that 
his divorce had just been granted. 


Jackson was wild with rage. 
Ho 
swore "by the eternal" that the woman 
was his lawful Avife before God and 
man. But out of consideration for her 
he went through Avith a second cere- 
mony. 
. 


Gossips and his enemies made much of 
what they called his "marriage before 
divorce" and in 1828 when for the sec- 
ond time he Avas a candidate for the 
presidency the bitter attacks made upon 
her husband aggraA-ated a heart trouble 
3rrs. .Tackson had been subject to and 
she füll desperately ill. 


When the contest Avas oA'er she rallied 
someAvhat but sitting in a hotel one day 
waiting for her carriage she overheard 
tAvo Avomen in an adjoining room coarse 
ly recounting the story of the twice- 
repeated marriage. 


The excitement produced by the bit- 
ter humiliation she felt brought on an 
attack of heart trouble again and for 
hours she lay suffering 
terrible pain. 
Meanwhile .Jackson neA'er left her side. 


When the pain began to ease up Mrs. 
Jackson 
remembered a graind 
dinnex 
the toAvnspeople had planned to give in 
the honor of her husband and she begged 
him to leave her and rest that he might 
be fit to attend. 


He had just kissed her "Good night" 
and left the room, when there was a 
long, loAv cry and he 8pr_ang back into 
the room to "find his beloved wife dead. 


He could not be made to belieA'^o it 
and begged the doctors to bleed her, and 
to do any other thing possible to re- 
vive her, but it Avas too late. Then for 
a night and a day he refused to leave 
her. 
Sitting by her body he kept his 
lonely vigil.

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THE HANDLING OF CREAM AND THE MAKING OF BUTTER ON THE FARM 


There Is a Growing Demand for Instruction in Handling Cream on the Farm—^This Interest Is Manifested Not Alone By Those Who Desire to Know How to Make Good 


Dairy Butter, But by a Large Number of Milk Producers Who Find it More Convenient and Profitable to Sell the Cream

Dairymen are beginning: to realize 
t h a t butter of good quality cannot be 
made f r o m cream produced under un- 
sanitary conditions. 
If the 
natural, 
sweet, rich flavor of cream h a s been 
destroyed by carelessness and neglect, 
it • '111 be noticeable in the 
finished 
butter. 
There are a few 
dairymen 
who care very little about t h e condi- 
tion of their cream or butter, as long 
as it can be disposed of, not realizing 
t h a t by carelessness, they are doing 
an irreparable injustice to their more 
painstaking neighbors. 


First It Í6 important t h a t such man- 
agement be given the herd that 
the 
result will be clean milk f r o m healthy 
cows. 


Dairy utensils should be m a d e of 
the beat grade of tin and never used 
for any other purpo.se. 
Wooden 
or 
galvanized 
pails 
are 
objectionable. 
See that all joints in the palls, cans, 
and strainers are well made and 
filled 
with solder. 
Cans with the tin partly 
worn off are not suitable receptacles 
for milk and cream because they rust

Utensils 
that 
come 
In contact with milk or cream 
ir.n best be cleaned by 
first 
rinsing 
with 
cold 
water and 
then 
washing 
with a brush and hot water. 
Washing 
powder suitable for use In the dairy 
ihould contain no grease. 
Ordinary 
pal-soda used in email amounts is also 
a good dairy cleanser. 
After washing 
i.-ie 
utensils 
with 
hot 
water, 
rinse 
horoughly 
with 
boiling 
water 
and 
ace them where they will come in 
tact with the direct rays of 
the 
). 
In washing the ordinary 
five, 
ht, or ten-gallon milk cans, be sure 
at the inside of the shoulder of the 
an iB rubbed with the brush, as this 
Is the most difficult part to clean. 


Utensils scalded with boiling water 
and left in contact with It long enough 
to be thoroughly heated need not be 
¿rled with a cloth. 
Simply place them 
where they will drain and be exposed 
to the sun. 


Th« oia methods of putting milk In 
shallow pai?s In a cool place, or in 
deep cans In a tank of cold 
water, 
are still In use, but not all the cream 
is recovered by these methods. 
How- 
ever, these are more satisfactory than 
the so-called water separator, 
which 
is nothing but a f r a u d — a piece of 
apparatus deceiving to the users. 
The 
most satisfactory method of obtaining 
cream f r o m milk on the f a r m is by 
the use of a standard m a k e of hand 
separator. 
The cost of such a 
ma- 
chine may seem high, but when 
the 
amount ot butter fat is compared with 
the butter fat obtained f r o m the same 
milk by other methods, one can easily 
figure 
how long it will take to save 
the cost of the machine. 


There are several makes of 
hand 
separators on the market. 
The prin- 
ciple upon which they do their work 
is practically the same, but there is a 
difference in their efficiency and dura- 
bility. 
If the f a r m e r has a preference 
for a certain m a k e of machine, 
and 
Is satisfied that it is durable and will 
do good work, that is the 
separator 
f o r him to buy, but the man who has 
no preference, who simply wants 
a 
good machine, should not accept one 
that has not been thoroughly tested. 


General 
Instructions 
for the 
care 
and handling of the hand 
separator 
are: 
Set the machine perfectly level 
on a solid floor; be sure that no dirt 


water, using the brushes t h a t belong 
to the separator. 
Never use a dish- 
cloth or soap of any kind, but r a t h e r 
small quantities of sal-soda or wash- 
ing powder free f r o m grease. 
After 
all parts are thoroughly washed, rinse 
in boiling water and place in the sun.

As soon as the cream Is separated, 
! it should be cooled to the temperature

with the cream already on hand. 


Deliver the cream a t least three or 
four times a week In sirmmer and two 
or three times a week In winter. 
Do 
not think because it Is sweet that it 
is in good condition and need not be 
delivered. 


The best cream Is usually received 
when the f a r m e r delivers it himself, 
and when each f a r m e r ' s cream is de- 
livered at the creamery or shipping 
station 
in 
separate 
cans. 
During 
transportation the cans should be pro- 
tected with a cover, a wet blanket in 
s u m m e r and a dry one in winter. 
If 
the 
cream 
Is gathered 
by a 
cream 
hauler and j'our cream Is mixed with 
your neighbors', see that it Is thor- 
oughly stirred before a small sample 
Is taken for testing. 


Most f a r m e r s would deliver a better 
grade of cream If they had a suitable 
place for keeping It until it is de- 
livered. 
No one should attempt 
to 
keep the cream In the cellar or in a 
large tank of water where the daily 
pumping Is not sufficient to keep It 
cool. 
If a suitable place cannot 
be

The 
difllcultles and 
problems 
In- 
volved in the handling of cream for 
making butter are so numerous and 
complex. It Is little wonder there Is 
lack of uniformity In the product. The 
trouble may be due to some one or 
more of the following causes: 
I m - 
proper handling of the milk before It 
Is skimmed; using the utensils, such 
as palls, strainers and. cans, for other 
purposes, and not cleaning t"hem thor- 
oughly before they are again used as 
receptacles f o r milk 
or cream; 
al- 
lowing the cream to stand In a warm, 
ill-ventllated room where it becomes 
tainted and acquires an off-flavor or 
becomes too sour. 


It is out of the question to 
m a k e 
the best grade of butter out of cream 
that has an off-flavor or Is" In 
any 
way tainted. 
Do not think 
because 
there Is a email amount of cream it 
Is not necessary to c h u m more than 
once a week, but aim to churn at least 
twice a week. 


The cold cream, when warmed 
by 
additional lots of fresh, w a r m cream, 
will sour quickly, and during the col- 
lecting period it should 
be kept 
as 
cold as possible with well water. 
Each 
new lot of cream should be 
cooled 
to that temperature before It Is mixed 
with that previously saved. 


The following method has been used 
with success: 
At the beginning 
of

than twelve hours before chnming. If 
the cream Is kept cold enough to check 
an over development of acid, the above 
method Is satisfactory. 


The value of the starters In making 
butter cannot be over-estimated, either 
on the f a r m or in the well-equipped 
creamery. 
While butter can be made 
from sweet cream, it will not 
have 
the same flavor as butter made from 


sour cream. 
Souring of cream la moat 
successful when controlled by means 
of a clean flavored sour skim milk, or 
whole milk starter. 


To make the starter, whole milk or 
skim milk may be used, but the latter 
Is preferable because the top of the 
starter must be thrown away. 
Take a 
certain amount of either, 
depending 
on the amount of cream to be churned 
(2 to 3 gallons to everj' 10 gallons of 
cream). 
Place this milk In a covered 
vessel where It can be kept at a tem- 
perature of 70 degrees or even 85, If 
it Is desired that It should sour In ft 
shorter period. 
At 70 degrees, as a 
rule, it takes f r o m 18 to 24 
hours 
for It to become thick. 
W h e n 
the 
starter Is sour, it is ready to be added 
to the cream, but flrst discard an Inoh 
from the top. 
A smooth, glossy ap- 
pearance with a clean milk acid taste 
and aroma indicates a good 
starter. 
Stir this well and add to th® cream. 


When the cream has been held a t 
churning temperature for a period of 
two or three hours, it Is ready to bo 
churned. 
This 
temperature 
should 
varj' with the season ( s u m m e r 58-54 
degrees F.; winter 58-63 degrees^F.), 
lactation periods of cows, kind of feed 
the cows are consuming, and »mount 
of butter churned per gallon of oream.

We Must Make It a Point to Feed Some Livestock if We Are Desirous of 
Keeping Up the Productivity of our Farms.

it shouldn't be equally as profitable in 
other sections, where it can be con- 
ducted along similar lines. 


There are other branches of sheep 
feeding that 
may 
be 
followed; 
but 
feeding range lambs purchased in the 
markets as unfinished, and 
finishing 
them for the market, seems to be the 
most desirable branch of the business 


for the eastern farmers. 
As the sheep 
business expands in the ranch country, 
so must the feeding business expand 
among farmers in the states farther 
east. 


This business has survived through 
Its profits from the beginning, and is 
Increaslnfi every year. 


The most successful feeders 
make 
a practice of buying good lambs early 
In the fall, in order that they 
may 
utilize their home-grown forage also 
so 
that 
they 
may 
get 
the 
Iambs 
started to gain before the period of 
full-feeding begins. 


When good feeders are 
purchased 
early, it is possible to secure a gain 
of from eight to twelve pounds 
per 
head during the fall, at a very low 
cost, and this Is not the only point to 
be considered; they are In much better 
condition to put on full rations, and 
will 
m a k e 
more 
rapid 
gains 
than 
those purchased late in the fall and 
put on full-feed at once. 


During the full-feeding period they 
will thrive better If kept In bunches 
of 40 or 50; and in order to do this 
the 
shed 
may 
be 
subdivided, 
with 
their food racks instead of board par- 
titions, thus making a saving of room 
and also of expense, and for practical 
utility It is better than board 
parti- 
tions. 


The 
yards 
and 
slee^plng 
quarters 
must be kept dry and clean, as Impure 
air and dampness are two things that 
a sheep cannot stand and make f o o d 
gains. 
The feeding troughs for grain 
should be fastened to the feed racks.

In the war against f a r m and garden 
pests a fall clean-up Is a good means 
of attack. 
Fall plowing Is generally 
recognized as a good method for the 
prevention of insect injury, but rub- 
bish left in piles along fences, or In 
fence corners, or in the orchard 
or 
kitchen garden, make the best kind of 
winter 
quarters 
for 
insect 
pests 
in 
various stages. 
Trash 
of this 
kind 
should 
be cleared 
away, 
preferably 
by burning, as such burning destroy» 
antr ^na*ata amonar the rubbish. 


USE O F N I T R A T E O F SODA. 


For soils that are deficient In nitro- 
gen, nitrate of soda would 
be very 
valuable on account of its quick action. 
Use it as a top dressing at the rate 
of 100 pounds to 200 pounds per acre, 
and make three or four such applica- 
tions during the .season. 
The first rain 
will wash it into the soil and it will 
be Immediately available. 
But for the 
general gardener the nitrogen can be 
secured much m o r e cheaply and in more 
permanent form by the plowing under 
of cow peas, clover and well rotted 
barnyard 
manure. 


Mechanical 
devices for 
pollinating 
red clover have not been found suc- 
cessful 
by 
investigators 
who 
have 
i been 
studying 
the 
problem 
of 
red 
'clover seed production. 
On the other 
I hand, the investigators found that the 
I bumblebee is an efficient cross-polllna- 
tor, and that under certain conditions 
the honeybee may also be most useful. 


For some years there has been an 
insufficient supply of home-grown red 
I clover seed. 
As a result not only has 
the price of the seed been high, but 
large quantities of foreign seed, which 
is frequently Inferior to the domestic, 
I have had to be imported. 
In conse- 
j quence, the maintenance of an 
ade- 
quate clover acreage 
has 
become 
a 
rather Keriou.s problem. 
To 
remedy 
the .situation, attempts have been made 
to ascertiiin the minimum 
quantities 
' of seed per acre required to secure a 
'satisfactory stand and the conditions 
ne(-ps.<5ary to maintain such a stand. 
In addition, efforts have been made to 
develop a heavy-seeding, hardy strain 
of clover, and finallj' various mechani- 
cal 
forms of 
pollination 
have 
been 
experienced with. 


A professional paper of the U. S. 
Dept. of Agriculture has recently been 
published containing results of experi- 
ments which show that the yield of 
seed obtained on heads which were not 
(pollinated or which were self-pollln- 
lated in different ways, was practically 
negligible. 
The actual 
amount 
was 
less than 
one-half 
of one per 
cent, 
and this Insignificant quantity, it is 
I said, may be accounted for by acci- 
dental 
pollination 
from 
outside 
! sources. 
In contrast with these 
re- 
sults it was found that the bumblebee 
was able to pollinate f r o m 30 to 35 
flowers 
a 
minute 
in 
dry 
weather. 
When 
few 
nectar-producing 
plants 
are available It -was found that 
the 
honeybee also collects large quantities 
of pollen f r o m red clover and in the 
process cross-polllnizatlon of the flow- 
ers takes place.

Hand-operated

Americans in France Take 
Large Part in New Form 
of Relief Work. 


Paris, Oct. 15.—(Corre-spondence 
of 
The Associated Press).—Equipping rail- 
way trains for hospital service is a new 
development of charity in France 
in 
which Americans are taking an active 
part. 
During the recent reorganization 
of the entire hospital service, tlic need 
of properly arranged trains to transport 
the wounded from the front to the hos- 
pitals located throughout France became 
evident. 


The first step in improving the ser- 
vice was the addition to each train of a 
car equipped with an operating table 
and surgical supplies so that wounded 
soldiers might be treated during 
the 
journey from the front to the perman- 
ant hospital, perhaps hundreds of miles 
aw^ay. One of the lirst cars so attached 
was a freight car rebuilt at the expense 
of Mrs. Washington L o ^ . 
She con- 
tributed tho money to Commandant F. 
Loisoleur, in charge of the temporary 
ho8i)itals at each of the railway stations 
of Paris and of the construction yards 
of the state railway, and then requested 
others of her friends to provide money 
for the same purpose. 


To date a number of Americans have 
helped, oi\c car having heen fitted up by 
money sent from Hawaii, through Dr; 
Jamea R. .Tudd and friends. 
Among 
other Americana, thus contributing 
are 
Walter B. Hardy, of Clfieago, and Mrs. 
Emory K. Johnson, of Pliiladelphia. 
As 
a residt of the rebuilding of these first 
freight car.s for this purpose, to date no 
less'than fifty cars have been remod- 
eled with money contributed by indiv- 
iduals or pities of France. 
So great has 
been the us« of these cars to the mili- 
tary feurgeons that the war department 
has aiithorized'thc placing of one»- with 
each of the 250 hospital trains now in 
service in France.

ids all nations in export business to 


Panama with a grand total of $C,39G,- 
276, which was nearly four times the 
exports of Great Britain and about thir- 
teen times those of Germany for the 
same period. 
Great Britain's exports 


were $1,788,004. \ 


Practically . from the beginning of 


work on the Panama Canal by the Unit- 
ed States in 11)04, Panama has been a 
large buyer of American goods. 
Since 


then the business has grown rapidly 
until tho northern republic became tho 
.largest exporter to Panama. The im- 
ports into Panama 
from tho United 


States do not take into consideration 
the thousands of dollars worth of goods 
that annually arc sent to the canal zone 
Panama received but very little duty on 
such importation. 


Other large exporters to Panama were: 


Germany 
$460,540, Belgium $300,838 


France $211,724, China $140,905 and 
Cuba $85,518. 
The tftta.1 importations 


for 1914 were worth $9,885,477. 
Impor- 


tations from all countries during 1015 
will show a material falling off, due to 
the European war and general business 
depression in the republic itself.

"icen cases of yellow fever recently. 


Ample precautions are always taken 


;o prevent the spread of the disease in 
.'anama when a case is discovered on 
any of the ships docking at either the 
Atlantic or Pacific ports of Panama, and 
,hc kcanal zone.

ianger of an epidemic, according to the 
icalth officers.

development of the business 


men's club of Memphis. In the south- 
thc business men show much interest 


working with the formers for better- 


crops und better profits. 


Mr. Cottrell appeared well informed 


and said a lot of things that seem 
worth while, but I am going to quote 
only n. few of these, some that may 
start some, people ,f>n a line of profit- 
producing thought. The vocational edu- 
cation law, one of the progressive meas- 
ures brought about by the legislature 
under Governor Raleton, is designed to 
meet these waste places through a sys- 
tem of practical instruction. 
Saving 


waste increases wealth and purchasing 
powers of farmers, benefiting the whole 
community. Mr. Cottrell said: 


".Extended -investigations in- many 


states have shown that one-third of the 
dairy cows in the United States arc 
kept at a loss—the feed which they eat 
could be sold for more than their milk 
brings. Another third of all of the dairy 
cows in the United States barely pay 
for their food. 


"The average bog grower raises four 


pigs a Utter to weaning time. 
More 


careful growers, with greater care, but 
with no more expense, raise six, and 
men who select breeding animals from 
pvolifip strains raise an average- of eight 
to weaning time. The eight are raised 
at no additional expense during the 
suckling period, but are given better at- 
tention. 


"In the winter wheat belt, tests ex- 


tending over several 
years show that 


land prepared by the middle of July 
yields twenty bushels more an acre 
than land prepared tho middle oT Sep- 
tember. 
Starting with July 15, each 


month's delay in the preparation of the 
land reduces the yield an acre ten bush- 
els. 
Yet most of the wheat land re- 


mains untouched until August, and a 
large area until September and October. 


"Sixty per cent, of the feed value of 


a corn plant is in the ear and 40 per' 
cent, in the stalk. Feed to the value 
of $1,000,000,000 is wasted every year 
in this country in the corn stalks that 
are not used. 


"The average yield of corn an acre in 


the. United States for the ton years bo-i 
ginning 'with 1870 was half a bushel 
more than for the ten years ending in

crops. In 1004 the average yield nn ncre 
was 1.52 toni; ten years later, in 1014, 
the average was 1.4 tons. During these 
ten years enveral million acres of alfalfa.

ed; namely, 170 millions against 120 
millions. After a yeaf of warfare, this 
position had been reversed. Russia now 
has only 145 millions, whereas ihc cen- 
tral monarchies rule over 155 millions

British Possessions Must 


Provide Food Hereto- 


fore Imported. 


Nassau, Bahama Islands, British West 


Indies, Oct. 15.—(Correspondence of tin 
Associated Press).—Though properly a 
part of the British West Indies, the Ba- 
hama Islands "have faced problems pe- 
culiar to themselves as a result of th« 
European war, notably tho problem of 
providing their own foodstuffs, whereas, 
prior to thcAvar. they had relied almost 
entirely upon imports. 


Unlike the islands to the south, tho 


Bahamas have neither the soil nor th"! 
climate for the free growth of tropical 
fruits, though some, 
of 
course, aro 


grown. The chief product here has been 
sponge an«l next to that, of late years, 
sisal for fibre. 
Tha growing of other 


products has been small, mainly bccauso 
so many of. tho male population nrc en- 
gaged in the sponge industry, but ther« 
is also this factor, that tho islanders 
haro an exceptional 
tendency to buy 


foreign or imported food rather than 
accept tho home-grown products, even 
when the latter arc superior. For in- 
sta'ncc, women and children and Bomo 
of the men grow sisal for fibre and 
clean it by baud, and spend the few 
cents they have earned in this laborious 
undertaking in the purchase of- foreign 
foodstuffs that fjny a dutv of 2u p«r 
cent. This tendency has been encour- 
aged and miidc the most of by tho mer- 
chants as it increased their trade, and 
also by the government as it gave •» 
mnch more revenue.

More hardship was 
mhde fdr"all classes when the banks put 
up interest two per cent and raised the 
rntc of exchange to two per cent., and 
with the government's increase of two 
per cent, in tariff, there was such- an 
effect as only a region so dependent on 
imports as the Bahamas, could under- 
stand. 


There was hope that the winter tour- 


ist business would offset some of tho 
othes, losses, hut after a considerable 
expense in putting lio'tels and boarding 
houses in repair, it was discovered that 
instead of increasing, the tourist busi- 
ness also 'fell off. 


Outside observers remarked that «ln 


the face, of so much depression, the un- 
complaining spirit with which the island- 
ers 'have faced the hardships has been 
remarkable. In addition to this, the 
people camo forward with generous con- 
tributions to various war funds, 
and 


with a grant from tho treasury, som.9 
$75,000 was raised. The women of thn

poses. As a further indication of patri- 
otism in the islands, there is now on 
foot a movement to enlist, equip and 
train ISO men for service at the front.

It provides salaries for the 
great intellectual army whose inestim- 
able service uio figures 6an describe. If 
we were to cease these expenditures, 
this nation, go conspicuous in all that 
contribute! to the civilization of the 
world, would lapse into barbarism. 
And 


y«t we spend for drink more thau three 
times UB much as we spend for educa- 
tion. 
Twice the Cost of Federal Government. 


The ainuual appropriations of the fed- 


eral government arc .a little less than 
a billion and a quarter of dollars. This 
Bum includes the salaries of all of the 
public officials, from the president down. 
It includes the salaries aud expenses of 
our ambassadors and ministers through 
whom we maintain diplomatic relations 
with the entire world; it covers .the cost 
of our consular service which looks af- 
ter our commerce in foreign lands. 
It 


include* the expenses of the treasury, 
which handles our money, collects our 
taxes and supervises the banking sys- 
tem of the nation. It .covers the ex- 
penses of the navy. It provides mean? 
for forcing the laws of the United 
States. It includes the operations of 
the postoflice department, which carries 
mail- to every village, hamlet and city. 
with it* fifi.OOO postmasters, its 10,000 


railway clerks and its 75,000 mail car- 
riers in the cities in the country. Ii 
covers the expenses of the interior de- • 
partment, with its multiplied agencies 
for dealing with pensions, with 
the 


public lands of the, country, with irri- 
gation and with its.Indian affairs. Ii 
covers the expenses of the agricultural 
department with its experimental work 
and its search throughout the world for 
that which caiL be profitably grown in 
thin country. 
It supplies the needs oi 


the , rapidly increasing department of 
couiiwjrce and the 
vitally 
important 


work of the department of labor. 
It 


supplies the funds needed by the inter- 
state commerce commission *for the reg- 
ulation of railroads and by the new 
federal trade commission for the pre- 
vention of monopoly. All of these gov- 
ernment agencies employed in adminis- 
tering the federal 
governent of this 


great nation are operated at an ex- 
pense tff less than a billion and a quar- 
ter dollars. 
Think, if the mind can 


comprehend it, ,of this nation spending 
twice that amount for alcoholic liquor!"

his aim, and let me add that the present 
war is giving condush'o proof that total 
abstinence has its value on the battle- 
field. Russia has gone to thu extant 
of abolishing the sale of liquor even 
though in doing so she sacrifices an an- 
nual revenue of four hundred millions 
in the midst of a war. 
The German 


emperor is an advocate of total ab- 
etttience. The British government is re- 
futing liquor to its soldiers 
and

France the legislature is considering the 
liquor question. If "John Barleycorn'1 
is a failure in » fight, who can respect 
him in time of peaco! The accidents in 
industry are increased in proportion as 
liquor in consumed—these are but a few 
illustration? of the 
effect 
of alcohol, 


even when but little is taken.

Robards and begged her to marry him, 
which she did. 


Jackson reverenced her and treated 


Their happy 
married life continued 
for two years.

first simply filed ft complaint and that 
his divorce had just been granted. 


Jackson was wild with rag*. 
Ill 


swore "by the eternal" that the woman 
was his lawful wife before God and 
man. But out of consideration for her 
he went through with a. second cere- 
mony. 


Gossips and his enemies made much of 


what they called his ''marriage before 
divorce" and in 1828 when for the sec- 
ond time he was a candidate for the 
presidency the bitter attatkn made upon 
her husband aggravated a heart trouble 
Mrs. Jackson had been subject to and 
she fell desperately ill. 


When the contest was over she rallied 


somewhat but sitting in a hotel one day 
waiting for her carriage she overheard 
two women in an adjoining room coarse- 
ly recounting the story of the twice- 
repeated marriage. 


The excitement produced by the bit- 


ter humiliation she felt brought on an 
attack of he«rt troublt again and for 
hours she lay suffering 
terrible pain. 


Meanwhile Jackson never left her side. 


When tho pain began to ea»« iip Mrs. 


Jackson 
remembered a grajid 
dinner 


the. townspeople had planned to give in 
the honor of her husband and she begged 
him to leare her and rest that he might 
toe fit to attend. 


He had just kissed her "Good night' 


and left, the room, when there w»» a 
long, low cry and he sprang back into 
the room to find his beloved wife dead. 


He could not be made to believe it 


and- begged- the doctors to bleed her. and 
to do any other thine possible to r<v 
vivft her. but it was too late. Then for 
a night nnd a day he refused to leave 
her. 
Sitting by her body he kept, his

butter. 
There are a few dairymen 


who care very llttl. about the condi- 
tion of their cream or butter. a*Jong 
a» It can be disposed of, not realizing 
that by carelessness, they are doing 
an irreparable injustice to their more 
painstaking neighbors. 
First It Is important that such man- 


agement be given the herd that the 
result -will be clean milk from healthy 
cows. 
Dairy utensils should be made ot 


the beit grade of tin and never used 
for any other purpose. 
Wooden or 


galvanized palls are 
objectionable. 


See that all Joints In the palls, cans, 
and strainers are well made and filled 
with solder. Cans with the tin partly 
worn off are not suitable receptacles 
for milk and cream because they rust 


The old methods of putting milk In 


shallow pane In a cool place, or In 
deep cans in a tank of cold water, 
are still In use, but not all the cream 
is recovered by the*e methods. How- 
ever, these are more satisfactory than 
the so-called water separator, which 
Is nothing but a fraud—a piece of 
apparatus deceiving to the users. The 
most satisfactory method of obtaining 
cream from milk on the farm is by 
the use of a standard make of hand 
separator. 
The cost of auch a ma- 


chine may seem high, but when the 
amount of butter fat Is compared with 
the butter fat obtained from the same 
milk by other methods, one can easily 
figure how long it will take to save 
the cost of the machine. 


There are several makes of hand 


separators on the market. The prin- : 
ciple upon which they do their work ' 
Is practically the same, but there is a ; 
difference In their efficiency and dura- 
bllity. If the farmer has a preference 
for a certain make of machine, and 
Is satisfied that it Is durable and will 
do good work, that Is the separator 
for him to buy, but the man who has 
no preference, who simply wants a 
good machine, should not accept one 
that has not been thoroughly tested- 


General Instructions for the care 


and handling of the hand separator 
are: 
Set the machine perfectly level 


on 3. solid floor; be sure that no dirt 


and thl» condition Impart* a. metallic 
flavor to the butter.

As soon as the cream is separated, 


it should be cooled to the temperature 
of the well water. 
Stir occasionally 


while cooling in a loosely covered can. 
Never mix warm cream with cold, 
but cool each skimming before mixing 
with the cream already on hand. 


Deliver the cream at least three or 


four times a week in summer and two 
or three times a week In winter. Do 
not think because it Is sweet that it 
Is in good condition and need not ba 
delivered.

The best cream is usually received 


; when the farmer delivers it himself, 
•and when each farmer's cream is de- 
livered at the creamery or shipping 


: station 
in separate cans.

transportation the cans should be pro- 
tected with a cover, a wet blanket in 
summer and a dry one in winter. If 
the cream is gathered by a cream 
hauler and your cream is mixed with

Caring for the cream at tho proper 


time by any of tho methods given 
below will result In very little souring 
at the end of two days. 


Make a small water-tight box a 


two-Inch material and of miincion 
size to hold all the cream cans necen

other box or small house should be 
built over it for protection. 
All the 


water pumped for the stock should 
flow through this tank, the Inlet dis- 
charging near the bottom, which will 
'orce all the warm water out first. 
The overflow pipe should have one- 
half inch larger diameter than the In- 
et In order that the water may be 
freely carried off. The water In the 


•tank should be of sufficient depth to 
immerse the cans within two inches 
of the top. 
The difficulties and problems in- 


volved in the handling of cream for 
making butter are so numerous and 
complex, it is little wonder there is 
lack of uniformity in the product. The 
trouble may be due to some one or 
more of the following causes: 
Im- 


proper handling of the milk before it 
is skimmed; using the utensils, such 
OB pails, strainers and cans, for other 
purposes, and not cleaning them thor- 
oughly before they are again used as 
receptacles for milk or cream: al- 
lowing the cream to stand in a warm, 
ill-ventilated room where it becomes 
tainted and acquires an off-flavor or I 
becomes too sour. 
| 


It is out of the question to make 


the best grade of butter out of cream 
that has an off-flavor or is in any 
tray tainted. 
Do not think because 


there is a small amount of cream It 
is not necessary to churn more than 
once a week, but aim to churn at least 
twice a week. 


The cold cream, when warmed by 


additional lots of fresh, warm cream, 
will sour quickly, and during the col- 
lecting period it should be kept as 
cold as possible with well water. Each 
new lot of cream should be cooled 
to that temperature before It is mixed 
with that previously saved. 


The following method has been used 


with success: 
At the beginning of 


collecting period or when the first 
amount of cream is placed in the 
cream can. a small amount of starter 
is added to It. usually one-fourth of 
the amount of cream; In this cose the 
development of add Is going on slowly 
during the time the cream Is collected.

HOSPITAL SERVICE 


Americans in France Take 


Large Part in New Form 


of Belief Work.' 


Paris, Oct. 15.—(Correspondence 
of 


Tho Associated Press}.—Equipping 
ral'- 


way trains for hospital service is a new 
development of charity in France 
m 


which Americans are talcing an active 
part. During the recent reorganization 
of the entire hospital service, the need 
of properly arranged trains to transport 
tho wounded from the front to the hos- 
pitals located throughout France became 
evident. 


ThOffirst step in improving the ser- 


vice was the adflition to each train of a 
car equipped with an operating tahle. 
and surgical supplies so that wounded 
soldiers might be treated during the 
journey from the front to the p'ermun- 
ant hospital, perhaps hundreds of miles 
away. One of the first cars so attached 
was a freight car rebuilt at the^ expense 
of Mrs. Washington Lopp. 
She con- 


trilmtcd the money to Commandant F. 
Loiselenr, in charge of the temporary 
hospitals at each of the railway stations 
of Paris and of the construction yards 
of the state railway, and tlu-n requested 
others of her friends to provide money 
for the same purpose. 


To date a number of Americans have 


helped, one car having been fitted »p by 
money sent from Hawaii, through Dr. 
James R. Judd and friends. 
Among 


other Americans thus contributing are 
Walter B. ITnrdy, of Chicago, and Mrs. 
Emory K. Johnson, of Philadelphia. As 
a result of the rebuilding of these first 
freight cars for tliis purpose, to date no 
less than fifty cars have been remod- 
elpd with- money contributed by indiv- 
iduals ov cities of France. 
So great has 


been the use (if these, cars to' the, mili- 
tary surgeons that the. war department 
lias authorized the placing of one with 
each of (he 2.~>0 hospital trains now in 
service, in France.
